By this time our silence in regard to your ’’Natchez" 
will not only have caused you to wonder, but also to 
become apprehensive regarding the safety of the pict- 
ure . 

How I wish I did not have to write this letter .’ But 
although we have made every effort to have reason to 
avoid this, we are obliged to inform you that your print, 
in a package with others belonging to various clients, 
was stolen and to date has not been recovered. We 
had hoped that the prints would turn up after having 
been perhaps, offered to another dealer,- but so far 
nothing has transpired to give us any hope. Of course 
you can implicity believe that we have made every 
effort to recover the package, and to find another 
impression of your picture , to replace the one gone. 

Since we do not wish to keep you in the dark on this 
affair, I am writing you, although we shall keep on 
trying to get another impression of your print. In 
the meantime, we would like to reimburse you for your 
financial loss, and to let you have another print to 
fill your space, until such time as we can find one 
of the McLean "Natchez". 

To-day there is nothing more I can say, for words will 
not express how terribly we feel about this.

I am sure that you can appreciate the extreme disappointment 
to my wife and myself in the fact that our McLean "Natchez" 
has been stolen. This was a major rarity which was parti- 
cularly dear to us because of its local interest. We can 
always identify this particular copy of the print as we have 
the frame in which we found it but the chances of an item as 
rare as this showing up are few and. far between. 

Before we give consideration to what we should do about it 
we believe you should give us these further facts: 

1. Was our print in your possession or in the possession 
of someone else at the time it v/as stolen and what 
other items were stolen at the sane tine? 

2. When did you first notice it to be missing and was a 
police report made with respect to the theft? 

3* What was the nature of your insurance coverage on an 
item sent to you for cleaning or repair? 

U. To whom might our print have been shown or discussed 
with while it was in your possession? 

I can fully imagine the tension and embarrassment resulting 
from this unfortunate circumstance. It can only match our 
disappointment. I realize you wish to do the right thing 
and as soon as we hear from you as to the foregoing we 
will be in further contact with you.

Last week I thought I had good news for you. Having 
heard that a print of the ’’Natchez" by McLean was 
on hand at a dealers, I sent for it, -which upon arrival 
turned out to be the "Robert E. Lee" by Hatch .' 

I am trying quietly to find a print for you, be it 
yours or an impression! from the same stone. The 
reason I say quietly is that, although our regular 
associates in the field have been informed of the 
loss by theft, there are others who, should they have 
had a "hot" item offered to them, would certainly 
not offer it if we inquired for that particular print. 
Hence we have quietly asked for prints of similar 
nature and in some cases included your title. We 
feel that an item of such particular local interest 
would not be held long . 

We would feel very much better about this, if you 
would allow us to reimburse you for the loss of this 
picture. Should the print turn up, or if we find 
another one, we shoiid be only too delighted to award 
it to you for your understanding. 

You print with a valuable Currier, in one package, 
was taken right from under my nose on the train com- 
ing into New York, immediately reported, and sear ched 
for throught out the Grand Central building, even 
in the refuse car, where I went with the police guard, 
whoc thought that the package might have been opened 
and discarded, as seems to be quite a frequent occurrence 
these days. We are not covered by insurance on any items 
taken on for either repair or cleaning, but that does 
not interfere with our desire to, -first of all , -reimburse 
youfor your appraisal of the value of the picture to you.
